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The democratic state convention met 
promptly at twelve o’clock in the capitol on 
vesterduy. The convention was composed of 
representative men, only one county, Rabun, 
being without delegates on the floor. The 
proceedings were characterized by eurnestness 
but by little asperity or bitter feeling. Atthe 
adjournment for the evening it was lUniver- 
sally remarked that no convention had ever 
finisted its first day’s proceedings with so lit- 
tle trouble asthe one now in® session. The 
details of the prageedings, with 
throughout, may b® found below: 
ASSEMELING OF THE CONVENTION, 

The delegates begun to fillthe hall before 10 
o’clock, aud by 11 o'clock, an hour before the time 
set for the opening of ine convention, almost every 
«chair was occupied. The delegates were arrauged 
by congressional districts ina very good plan, as it 
threw delegates who had the same instructions gen- 
erally together, and enabled them to consult with- 
out the .oise and bustle evident to conventions in 
which there were hotly contested races. The most 
remarkable thing that appeared froma look over 
the convention was the unusual number of famil- 
iar faces. Probably never before, was there a con- 
vention which was composed so entirely of trained 
politicians, and of men who have been foreaiost 
in the affairs of county an state. . 

It really looked as if the convention was made 
up of ex-members of tne legislature and ex-con- 
gressmen and old veteraas Who had served through 
most of the hotly contested conventions of the past 
ten years, and uufamiliar faces vas the exception 
instead of the rule. 

THE PERSONELLE OF THE CONVENTION. 

The most notable head in the convention was 
that of Hon. C. C. Jones, of Richmond, a superb 
specimen of a Georgian, in whose accomplish: d 
life there rests the last hope of a history of the 
colonial days of the state, apparentip = as 
earnest now for the election George 
Barnes as he ever was in the study of the obscure 
data which commemorated the deeds of our an- 
cestors. Major Wheaton,vf Savaunesh, also attracted 
much aitention, and was one of the most distil- 
guished looking of the delegates—notable 
for his sterling worth than for the great work he 
did during the yellow fever epidemic in his native 
city. A-D. Candler, of Hall county, the most popu- 
lar man in the ninth district, and the man who will 
probably be put up for the purpose of beating the 
Hon. Emory Speer, the builder of three rail- 
roads and the projector of several more; 
P. F. Smith, of Coweta, a leading candidate for 
congress in the fourth district, and a 
very ‘mportant § factor in state politics, 
Another notable figure was the Hon. Jenks J. 
Jones; of Burke, probably the only unpardoned 
rebel of the late war. He,with HIon. M. A. Candler, 
his “ye flashingand his whole manner full of earn- 
estness for the old commoner, and Hon. Henry R. 
Harris, prudent. conservative and patriotic, with 
Hon. W. T. Wofford, practical and earnest, invoking 
harmony, but earnest for Young and Stephens, 
Hon. Morgan Rawls, of Effingham, one of the best 
Alemocrats ifi southern Georgia and as clever a con- 
gressman as ever served, made up the list of ex-con- 
gressimen in the co: vention. 

Richmond county furnished the largest delega- 
tion in the conventiot. and one of the best, while 
the galleries held no less than 100 reserve Avugus 
tans, who were looking outfor Barnes. The dele- 
gation was headed py Major Ganahl and Major 
Gary and the Hon Pat Walsh, Hon Robert H May 
and Hon. Wilberforce Daniel, all veterans skilled 
in the law of political and social art, while a rat- 
tling rank and file was made up of Armstrong, Ver- 
dery, Carroll, Warren Mays, Hon, J. K. Eaves, Louis 
Dugas and Judge Marcus. Among the older men in 
the covvention was Mvojuor Wilkinson, of Coweta; 
Judge Bowman, of Elvert, and Hon. Nathan Bass, of 
Floyd. *‘Willigymson, of Spalding, who bore the 
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brunt of many a Ultin that famous convention." 7 


Among the ex-senators was the Honorabies 
Russell, Candler, W. H. Harrison, J. G. Cain, Mr 
‘W. J. Witin, Boynton, Boyd, Parks. 
Harris, L J Holden, W_ 8S __ Irwin, 
and Preston. Among the ex-members were 
Graham, Mays, McKibben, Tutt, Barrows, 
Shefield, Northen, Jemisen, Fort, Hutchins, Sim- 
mons, Allred, Walsh, Livingstone, Hunt, Hon. Bar- 
ney Blackwell, of Cobb, a delightful old veteran 
that hagthe happy faculty of never getting older 
and that onght never te get any older; Hon. Tom 
Milner, of Bartow, an eloquent and attentive 
speaker; Reese, of Wilkes, and Hutchins of Gwin- 
nett. who has more influence and looks lazier and 
takes less trouble to get it than any man in Geor- 
gia politics; Martin, of Talbot; Render and Lamb. 
Among the younger men on the floor were Baker, a 
dashing young lawyer, of Dahlonega; Claud Estes, 
of Gainesville, looking as trim as any bridegroom 
ought to look; Ofive, of Oglethorpe, a power in his 
section: Lumsden, of White, a good specimen of 
the young mountaineer; Washington Dessau, of 
Macon, one of the foremost young lawyers in the 
state, and the best base-ball player ever graduated 
by the university; Fitzgerald, of Stewart, a sturdy 
and reliable delegate, and McCalla and Chandler, 
of Elbert; Tate, of Pickens, thoroughly acquainted 
and active, and a staying member of the late con- 
vention; John W. Akin, of Bartow, who in offering 
the resolutiors in condolence to Mr. Hill, estab- 
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lished favor with this convention and made a fine 
impression; Tom Eason, of Telfair, who was one of 
the most influential of the anti-Colquitt members 
of the convention of two years ago, and is now here 
with a solid delegation for Bacon; Hon. M. P. 
Reese, of Wilkes,a strong and capable delegate; 
Gen. W. 8. Holt, of Macoa, who is. the chairman 
of the Bibb delegation, and who admirably 
fills the place held by Clifford Anderson two years 
avo, aud is getting tired of the wrangling. Second 
in this delegation is Col. W. A. Ross, a gallant gen- 
tleman anda weil known figure in deliberative 
bodies in Georgia. 

The handsomest delegation in the convention 
was that of Henry, headed by George Schaefer and 
Jona Tye, and- Fulton shone as one of the best del- 
egatious withs Hoke Smith, Sam Inman,and Dr, 
Spalding, to the front, and Bob Barry moving about 
so much that it couldn't be told what delegation he 
belonged to.. The notable leaders of the Colquitt 
wing in the last convention. present in the conven- 
tion, were Nottingham, of Houston; Graham, the 
rare old veteran from Hall county, and Shumate, 
of Whitfield, the scholarly aud eloquent debator 
and inflexible patriot; Mr Black, of Floyd county, 
the best worker that ever entered the hall where 
the convention was assembled, and a man 
as true as he capable; Hobbs of 
Dougherty, Northen, of Hancock, the latter two 
against Stephens, and Hopkins, of Thomas, and 
Walsh, of Richmond, as sturdy as ever, and Daniel 
just as courtly and effective, and John Black 
of Floyd. In the Chathan delegation, Joe 
Warren, the Lester,leader of two years ago, was 
missed, but Reed, Ryals and others were on hand. 
The bright Co'umbus men who upheld the anii- 
Colquitt banner two years ago we-e missing. but a 
staunch delegation was on hand with Martin Craw- 
ord in their hearts, moving earnestly for Stephens

THE GENERAL PR ICEEDINGS, 
The first breezein the convention,and a very small 
-it was, before the speech of Ilon, L.N. Trammell, 
calling theconvention to order, was a sugeestion 
by a delegate that the Hon. A.O Bacon be called 
tothe chair. After calling for a vote on th: 

there was no response, and Colonel Trammell then 
called the convention T.am- 
meli’s speech was a movlel of brevity, and: upon its 
close Colonel Livingstone was carried to the chair 
Immediately after roll call the irrepressible Jemi- 
son arose and moved fhat a committee be appointed 
for the purpose of. selec*ing permaSent oflicers for 
the ccnvention. He seemed to have no especial 
idea why thisshould be done, except the belief 
thata slate had been formed, and he was desirous 
of smashing it. Major Simmons, of Gwinnett, to 
whose hand had been confided the nomination of 
Captain Henry Jackson, wes on his feet in an 
instantand without any argument proposed that 
the convention proceed to its work by the election 
of permanent ollicers. Colonel Simmons nomi- 
nated Captain Jackson in a handsome speech, and 
Hon. Pope Barrow, of Clarke, with references to 
the hereditary integrity of the man, seconded the 
nomination, and the election was made by accla- 
mation. Captain Jackson took the chair, amida 
storm of applause, and made a most admirable and 
patriotic speech, that was frequently interrupte 
with applause. 

As soon as the president had taken his seat it was 
apparent that there wasgoing to be forced tighting 
all the Mr. Redding, of 
Pike, made a plumb effort to settle 
the question of representation by 
moving the new apportionment as the basis, A 
running debate ensued thut developed the fact that 
the Bacon delegates generaily favored the oid appor- 
tionment. In point of fact the new apportioumemt 
meanta net gain of 7 votes for Stephens. It soon 
became apparent that a compromise would be 
effected aud each county allowed its full vote under 
the old or new. 

The discussion ou the two-thirds rnle was opened 
briskly, and culminated ia a motion efi Zeke Gra- 
ham to foree an issue sqtiarély on the preference of 
the convention on this subject. This proposition 
vas inet with words of applause showing that the 
convention was ready and anxious to settle this 
mooted point one way or the other. Nothing buta 
prompt motion for adjournment for the dinner 
hour, torced by the leaders of either presented del- 
egates taking the bitin their mouths and ordering 
@ roli-call on the rule without debate. 

The morning session. with its minor debate, sent 
forward Pepe Barrow, W J Northen, Sam Jemison 
and Hunt, as the Bacon leaders on the floor, ard 
hinted that Hoke Smith, Pat Walsh and W E Sim- 
mons, would do much of the talking for Mr, 
Stephens. 

The fightin the afternoon was opened upon the 
two thirds rule, but was shortly shifted to hear from 
the committee on credentials, which repert in- 
volved the fight over representations. The discus- 
sion on this was spirited and showed that the party 
lines were not strongly drawn and the result was 
received with satisfaction. 

AN AMUSING INCIDENT. 

An amusing incident of the evening session was 
the withdrawal of Sam Jemison from the Bacon 
headquarters on the left of the hall. He appeared 
suddenly when the convention met in the after- 
noon upon the right hand amen coruer, and stated 
that had been so aggressive that his col- 
leagues had determined that he would throw the 
fat in the fir> if he was Jeff alone, and that he pre- 
ferred to take his position in a location .where he 
would be responsible for nobody's opinion but his 
own, and where he would not have to devote more 
time to convincing his that 
he was right, thanin convineing the convention. 
He was therefore characterized by Mr. Barrow as a 
tnan who Was wandering over the face of the earth 
without any party. 

THE DEBATE ON THE TWO-THIRDS, 

A spicier scramble than that had over the aboli- 
tion of the two-thirds rule was never heard in the 
capitol. Itwas opened bythe Hon. W. J. Northen} 
in acalm and sensible speech, directed to the 
merits of the question. 

After this it was impossible to follow the current 
of the debate. It was literally a scramble, in which 
the Stephens men were urging a vote and toe Ba- 
con men delaying it, In this scramble Bill Tutt, of 
McDuffie, fell on his feet and made a ringing 
speech, that kept the house in roars and ap- 
plause, He, ‘‘won the honors,” and 
was ' heartitly congratulated. Hoke 
Smith, of Fulton, made the strongest argument 
that was offered for the majority rule,and Pope Bar- 
row,in a speech never excelled in point and beauty 
in a eonvenution, championed the two-thirds. There 
were many thrusts and colloquies but all were 
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given and taken in good humor. 


At one time, when the previous question had 
been called. there was the highest excitement and

be declared the nomince. Mr. Northen, of Han- 
cock, sent up a substitute for the whole: Resolved, 
That in all nominations made by this convention it 
| shall require two-thirds of all votes cast to select a 
| candidate. Upon this resolution Mr Northen spoke 
at considerable length, This convention represents 
the great people of Georgia, who have authorized 
its coming together not for the purpose of holding 
up the hands of any particu'ar man, but of con- 
serving the democratic party and the people of the 
state. Mr. Nottingham raised the point of order 
that the committee on credentials was ready to re- 
port and was, therefore, entitled to the dloor. Mr. 
Harris, chairman, also announced his readmess to 
report. The report was received but Mr. Nosthen 
was allowed to retain the floor upon his speech. 
The two-thirds rule embodied the traditions of the 
democratic party, and sheuld be adhered to. Why? 
lf we were assured of the loyuity of all here tien 
we might be willing to let the majority decide the 
question. But we must insist that the man who 
wants the high office of governor, must have not 
only a majority, not only two-thirds, but must be 
acceptable to the whole people. We want a man 
whose claims are universally recognized, who wall 
not have to run around to the primaries for a bare 
majority.

It was ruled that the report way entitled to prece 
dence of consideration, whereupon Mr 
Reese, of Wilkes, moved the adoption 
of the minority report. He argued 
thatitisin relation tothe present time that the 
convention is called together, and notin relation 
to a condition of things twelve years ago. We 
might as well be asked to go still further back fora 
basis ot fepresentation if it suited the purposes of 
certain delegates. Which census should we take, 
the one of ‘welve years ago, or the one of 1880. We 
are here to -represent Georgia as she is, and not 
what she has been Mr. Gary, of Richmond, said 
it was nota question of deciding aecvording to one 
or the other census, but the real question is the 
nature of the call under which We are convened. 
All calls in times past. have been under existing 
apportionments. This is, 1 hope, a family meeting 
of democrats. I, at least, have noaxtogrind. It 
is sound in principle that-representation shoul be 
based upon the existing iegislatire 
appertionment. Mr. J, J. Hunt, of Spaid- 
ivg, denied that representation should be 
on the previous legislative busis. But the new ap 
portionment is now the luw—the legislature has 
finally pa-sed upon it, and it is @ fixed fact. No 
one controverts that the basis of representation is 
formed in the legislative apportionment. 

Mr. Gary—Do you favor representation as it is or 
as it is going to be? 

Mr Hunt—I amin favor of the plan upon which 
it has been fixed. 

Mr. Gary—Give me a direct answer. 

Mr. Hunt—I have answered explicitly enough 
The proposition to give a smal! population a greater 
vote than a large population because a different 
state of things existed twelve years ago is certainly 
undemocratic. Mr. Jenkins, of Putnam, said his 
was one of the counties which had a gain under 
the new apportionment. Acting under it they had 
elected delegates who would not fee! satisfied if ex 
cluded from membership in the convention. He 
thought all delegates duly elected should be al 
lowed to vote. Mr. Jemison, of Bibb, moved his 
headquarters down into the middle of the second 
district, from whick point of vantage he caught the 
attention of the chair. He wanted tospeak his sen 
timents. He was timid, and came over where he 
might have some support. The action of the com- 
mittee in making the call should be considered in 
settling this question. What was the will 
of the commit'ee” That representation 
should be accurding to law. What was the 
law’? That for every member Of the legislature to 
which a county is e.:titied, it shail also be allowed 
two votes in the convention, The aet passed in 
1880 changing a representation,does netgo into ef- 
fect until the last day of our legistative year, which 
is s ill several months off. Mr. Reese asked for the 
reading of parrgraph 2, section 3, arti Te 3. of the 
state constitution. Mr. Jemison announced that he 
was waiting for the explanatory remarks, which 
should accom vany the request. Suppose the gover- . 
nor had occasion to couvene the legisla‘ure, which 
body would he bring together. Mr. Allen Fort, of 
Sumter, said the report of the minority was based 
on principle. We are not here under control of the 
legislature. We represent the peuple, and the 
question is settled by the ascertained number of 
voters. A question baviMg been raised as to how 
the counties should be polled, whether under the 
old jaw or the new.

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Horrible Disaster in Albany—The Green-Eyed Mon- 
ster—Tte Norcross Diamonds and the German 
Geolozgist—Phomaston Court Adjours- 
ment—Fire and Death—Other News.

. AL#ary, July 18.—A horrible accident hap- 
pened yesterday afternoon about oue o'clock, 
at the county artesian well, in the court-house 
square, by which Wm, Berry, a well known 
colored man, was buried alive. I wrote you 
a day or two ago, that the augur or drill, after 
penetrating to a depth of more than 500 feet, 
became imbedded in quick sand so that it was¢ 
impossible to withdraw it, or goon with the 
work. This necessitated the boring of another 
well, which was commenced within a few 


inches of the mouth of the first one. A _ pre- 
liminary to this was the driving down by 
piles toa depth of forty or fifty feet of that 
much of the outside iron casing. In doing 
this the casing became bent towards the bot 
tom, and deflected from the perpendicular. 
When this was discovered it was determined 
by. ithe contractor to remove it and begin 
anew. A shaft, some three by six feet, was 
accordingly sunk around the casing for this 
purpose. When this shaft had reached a 
depth of forty or more feet, and while the un- 
fortunate victim of the accident was at work 
at the bottom, one side suddenly caved in and 
he was buried under about twelve feet of 
earth. Mr. Jackson, the contractor, had been 
down with bim buta moment before, and was 
being drawn out, when the caving-in oc 
curred just below him in his ascent, He és- 
caped the same fate by about half a minute. 
The work of removing the earth was immedi- 
ately commenced, bus it was necessarily slow, 
and it was not until after dark that the body of 
the unfortunate man was recovered. Much 
sympathy is expressed for the energetic con- 
tractor in the many mishaps, uplooked for 
and unavoidable, that have ogcured during 
the progress of his work on thiswell. He was

GEORGIA GOLD. 


NEWS FROM THE MINING DIs- 
TRICTS OF THE STATE. 


The Amount of Work Done in the Past Week and 
the Improvements Madein he Mines and Their 
Macninery —The Return of a Speculetor 
and His Glowing Accounts, Ete. 


From the Dahlonega, Ga., Mountain Signal. 

The first open cut quartz mining in Georgia 
or inthe southern gold fields, was done by 
Colonel Robert H. Moore, an old and expe- 
rienced miner of this county, who came into 
the mines in their early history, and exten- 
sively and successfully worked the placers for 
many years, until finally he took hold of 
quartz. After under-ground mining for some 
years, on different properties, he commenced 
to mine by means of the open cut. Like all 
valuable discoveries, this method hod to have 


some one to advance the idea and others to 
carry itout. Hedug down the vein matter 
and hauled it directly to the mill with carts, 
and soon found that it would pay, on account 
of having to crush so much dead matter. The 

roperty on which this cut was commenced, 
is located on Cane creek, three miles south- 
west of Dahlonega, and was then owned by a 
New York company. A short time afterwards, 
in the year 1858, Colonel Kelly, of New York, 
began to operate on the same lead 1n the same 
cut. Instead of dry mining, as his predeces- 
sor did, the mass was dug down and w&ter 
allowed to wash the ore and slate fur a short 
distance into sluice boxes, where the coarse 
quartz was taken from a screen and hauled to 
the mill, and the sand and free gold mostly 
allowed to pass off. With this improvement, 
the open cut method was yet a failure. 

The mine was abandoned, and in the fol- 
lowing year Captain Jack Huff took charge, 
who experimented in flooding for some time, 
and finally run his ore, by means of water, 
directly into the mill, which was unanimous- 
Iv adopted, wherever water could be obtained. 
Although this method of mining was adopted, 
it never became so popular until within the 
past two or three yeurs, 

Now we have spoken, briefly, of the past 
history of this wonderful, and great labor say- 
ing method of getting ore from the mines to 
ti.c mill, and in our next issue we shall en- 
deayvor tu give viv suCtlicus Of mining, mill- 
‘ag and geld saving, in full. : 

FROM THE MINB‘s, 


The Lockhart mills are running regularly, 
as they have in the past, on good ore. The 
dam is already to be boarded. The canal will 
be finished totime. The outlook in general is 
flattering. 

Like the Lockhart there is but little change 
in the Singleton since last reported. 
specimens are being found in the cut and 
some satisfactory mill tests, made from the 
Gowdy lot. 

Sincethe clean-up of last month we have not 
been able to visit the Columbia mine, Captain | 


‘Robertson is occasionally in town and informs 


us of its progress When work enough has been | 
done to show up just what the mine is, regu- | 
lar trips will be made. Ina few monthstheir | 
veins will be thoroughly opened, if the work | 
goes on as rapidly as it has in the past. 

The large vein in Ivey between the Mar- 
tin and Ivey cuts is being opened and at 
the same time regular runs are being made 
front the old cut. The work of prospecting 
the new vein is just simply to know that the 
ore is there, and that it will pay, The mill 
makes full time and there is nothing guing 
on, only in asmoothand satifactory mauner. 

The Bast mine is working four men in the 
cut and three, day and night, in the mill. An 
addition of twenty four feet by eighty feet is 
being made to their reservoir, and when done 
it will supply them with water enough to 
wash their ore thoroughly. 

The Pigeon Roost mill is expected to be in 
running order in the course of a few weeks. 

There is little or no change in Barlow since 
last week. 

A considerable quantity of good ore isin 
sight in Findley, and we are informed that in 
a short time they hope to dezlare a dividend. 

The little giant is at work daily in tearing 
dowap the ore, and by the assistance of a few 
hands the fish trap mill is kept supplied. One 
would judge from the appearance of Mr. 
Lovell that everything was going on smoothly. 
This mine is located in an extremely warm 
place and it is very nearly impossible to en 
dure the heat for the greater part of the day, 
though late in the afternoon (when the shades 
from Findley ridge begin to fall) it is very 
pleasant. So when you visit take advantage 
of the hour. 

There is no change in the yield of- the 
Keystone placer. The veins at present are 
not being worked for lack of a mill, though 
in the future one is expected to be built. 

Still the report of dynamite cartridges can 
be heard in the Danze channel. 

Captain Davis was at Gainesville last week, 
and there was not much done at the wells. 

A 20-foot lead was struck at Auraria last 
week, which proves to be very good indeed. 
The mill is making regular time and the 
plates showing up very well. 

The Chicago and Georgia mine is doing 
equally as well as usual. 

The Cleveland mine is reported as doing a 
better business now than it has since the pur- 
chase. 

Work on the Loud great drain is rapidly 
going on, and in a short time. the flume-line 
will be completed to Chatteau branch. Then 
immense amounts of gold will be taken out 
daily for years to come. 

The work is going on rapidly at Calhoun, 
and in ashort time this county can boast of 
this mine as being the most expensively 
equipped of any east of the great west.

THE CONSTITUTION’S COUNT. 

The roll-call of yesterday evening more 
than vindicated the estimate of Tue UonstI- 
TUT‘ON on the vote for the rule. We have 
no criticism for those journals that persisted 
in counting the two-thirds as ahead of the 
majority, but we de feel justified in calling 
attention to the accuracy of our prediction. 

+ On Sunday morning we stated that 175 
votes were instructed or outspoken tor the 
majority rule, and that to this list must be 
added Richmond 6 and Fulton 6, making 187 
sure yotes for the rule. This estimate was 
laughed at as wild and exaggerated. We re- 
ferred our critics to the roll-call.

. THE TAX SHAM. 

After spending the people’s money lavishly 
—after tossing $100,000,000 to the pension 
grabbers and $20,000,000 to rivers and harbors, 
not to mention innumerable sums of lesser 
amount, but of equal profligacy, the republi- 
can majority in congress has determined to 
silence apprehended clamor over the burden 
of taxation, by passing a so-called tax reduc- 
tion bill. The senate bill is 
however a fraud in every 
respect except thatit will, if it becomes a law, 
reduce the revenue about $40,000,000.

The repeal of the stamp 
taxes on perfumery, patent medicines, cos- 
metics, etc., simply amounts to an appropria- 
tion of $1,843,000 each year to be apportioned 
among the manufacturers of these luxuries. 
The proposed reductions cannot be deducted 
from the retail price, becaus? it is too small 
per package to be deducted. The republicans, 
therefore, propose to donate about two 
millions a year to a *féw manufacturers. The 
repeal of the tax on ‘checks does not help the

Is there any one who believes that the re- 
duction in the licenses paid by dealers in man- 
ufactured tobacco, or on cigars, or on cigar 
ettes, will benefit in the least the consumer 
who buys at retail? And yet these are the 
only considerable reductions in this part of 
the bill. The other items were putin for 
show's sake, and the entire portion of the bill 
relating to tobacco is a fraud so far as the peo- 
ple are concerned. It will. put some money 
in the pockets of dealers and reduce the reve- 
nue. -It is a counterpart of the 
repeal of the tax on cosmetics, ete. 
Perhaps, the rarest fraud in the bill is found 
in the'last item, by which a tax of $6 athous- 
and‘on cigarettes is gravely reduced to $4, al- 
though the tax only yields $51a year. The 
tax on retail dealers in leaf tobacco is also re- 
duced from $500 to $250, although the latter 
is as prohibitory as the former. And yet 
thesejprovisions are to beproclaimed from the 
house tops as great boons to the people! 

To the end of the bill we find a similar 
degree of fraud andsham. Take for instance 
the reduetion of $1,328,000-0n Bessemer rails, 
or$8aton. The present duty is $28 aton. The 
cost of steel rails in England at present is $30 
a ton. Add $20 to this, arid we ha¥Ve a tax as 
prohibitory as the present duty. 5uch a sham 
reduction would not affect the revenue, or 
help the men who are trying to develop the 
country. It would not affect the present sell- 
ing price of steel rails in this country, 
although it is fully $15 a ton higher than it is 
in England. 

There is no reduction whatever on such 
taxed articles of necessity as these: Rice, 105 
per cent; chloroform, 85 per cent; acetate of 
soda, 215-per cent; caustic, 63 per cent; strych- 
nia 81 per cent; cotton prints (valued at 4 
cents per yard), 59 per cent; spool thread (that 
gigantic monopoly), 78 per cent; wiadow 
glass, 39 per cent; plate glass, 109 per cent; 
boiler iron, 74 per cent; hollow ware, 82 per 
cent; castor oil, 85 per cent; woolen goods, 
from 58 to 140 per cent. Many woolen goods 
bear a prohibitory tax. From beginning to 
ending the pending bill is a sham and an elec- 
tioneering device. The intention is to use it 
bo deceive the people. The men who control 
the republican party are owned by manu- 
facturers» and capitalists, and these men 
have no thonght of relieving the people oi 
any considerable amount of taxation. They 
may label a measure ‘‘a boon to the public,”’ 
but no intelligent man will be deceived there- 
by. ° Consumers are just beginning to under- 
stand the real scope and nature of the protec- 
tion swindle,, and a groundswell is coming.

TILLMAN’S TALK 


ABOUT THE CONTESTED SOUTH 
CAROLINA SEATS. 


An Animated Discussi n in the House on the Smalis- 
Tillman Election Case— Hard Sparring Between 
Republicans and Democrats—Cl. wa Horr 
—Randali’s Rulings—Other Notes, 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—Immediately after the 
reading of the journal the house resumed the con- 
sideration of the South Carolina contested election 
case of Smalls vs. Tillman. 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—After speeches by Mr. 
Briggs, of New Hampshire, in support of the claims 
of thescontestant, and by Mr. Atherton, of Ohio, in 
favor of the claims of the sitting member, Mr. 
Horr, of Michigan, took his stand in the space in 
front of the speaker's desk. and with a small cane 
pointed out to the house the boundary lines of the 
congressional districts of the state of South Caro- 
lina under the recent redistrieting. He also pro- 
duced diagrams of each district separately, and de- 
clared that it was not gerrymandering, 1t was down- 


right villainy. Mr. Atherton, of Ohio, inquired 
whether that gerrymandering was not as fair as the 
gerrymandering of the fourteenth districtof Ohio, 
which was to inflict on congress another one of the 


Horr family. 
HORR’S REPLY. 

Mr. Horr replied that when congress was inflicted 
with his brother he could take care of himself. Mr. 
Horr, after ridiculing gerrymandering, said that 
just as long as the people of the south attempted to 
destroy the ballot box by that kind of chicanery, so 
long as they strove by that means to prevent the 
honest expression of honest voers, just so long 
their representatives on this floor would have to 
defend s ch methods; and justso long they would 
make for the north that poiitical sentiment which 
would keep its side in support of that party which 
would not resort tothat kind of villainy. He cre- 
ated a good deal of merriment and frequent- 
ly elicited the applause of Mis = party 
friends by his denunciation of the South 
Carolina vian of redistricting, and his time 
was extended by unanimous consent. Mr. Evans, 
of South Carolina, desired to reply to some of Mr.* 
Horr’s remarke, but Mr. Mackey, of South Caro- 
lina, objected. Mr. Maulton. of Illinois, and Mr. 
Simonton, of Tennessee, submitted arguments in 
support of the sitting member,and then Mr. Miller, 
of Pennsylvania, yielding a portion of his time to 
the floor, it was awarded to Mr Evans. 

EVANS GOES FOR HORR, 
who briefly replied to Mr. Horr’s — ee 
the right of men who belonged to the party whic 
bad gerrymandered every state in which it had 
power, whieh hod filled every department of the 
government wil: idlers, which had glorified ex- 
senator Dorsey, now famous on account of his con- 
nection with star route deal; which levied black-

| as to what was the highest standard of morality. 
Sonth Carolina did what was right and was not re- 
sponsible for its action to the republican party, but 
tw the government of the country. 

SPRINGER’S BOOMERANG, 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, sent to the clerk’s desk 
for exhibition a small drawing of a district in IJili- 
nois, which he declared bore a strong resemblance 
to distriets in South Carolina, to which gentlemen 
from Michigan have objected. Mr, Robinsen, of 
New York, said that while the queetion of gerfy- 
mandering was under discussion he desired to call 
attention to the shape of the district which he rep- 
resented aud which was kuown as the Dumbbell. 

TILLMAN’S PLEA, 

Mr. Tiilman, of South Carolina, spoke in hisown 
beh lf, but addressed himself especially to the 
question of the propriety of the house deciding 
upon the election and the returns of its members. 
He thought thata great fault of the constitution lay 
in the provision which allowed the house to judge 
of the election of its members because gentlemen 
had party politics eternally exciting their preju- 
‘dice, and making them determine contrary to law, 
evidence and justice. There was another cause 
why justice could not be done, and that was on ac 
couutof the new propagandismin which the re: 
publican party had been engaged for twenty years 
to effect of “universal fatherhood of God and uni- 
ver-al brotherho d of man.’’ Io espous- 
ing that doctrine it had attempted 
to reverse the laws of God. Almighty 
and itfailed and would continue to fai}. That 
doctrine would lead tothe enfranchisement of 
Asiatic hordes which would overwhelm every civili- 
zation. For these and other reasons it was impossi- 
ble for the house to judge of the impartiality of 
election cases, and he favored the creation of a 
court to determine facts in each case.

TOBACCO TAX TALK. 


The Reduetion ef laternal Revenue Tax on To 


baceo— Mahone’s Ideas. 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—The senate again took up 
the revenue tax billand resumed the discussion of 
Mr. Beck's amendmeut reducing the tax to twelve 


cents. Mr. Bayard spoke in favor of the amend- 
ment. Mr. Mahoue opposed the amendment as cal- 
culated to benetit largely the retail dealer to the 
prejudice of the consumer and producer. He 
thought the difference between the old and new 
rate would be so slight that a dealer would 
take advantage of the reduction and 
continue to charge the same rate. He preferred 
to have the tax fixed at 8 cents per pound, asthis 
would sccure a substanual reduction, the benefits 
Of which would enure to the consumer and pro- 
ducerahke He gave notice that when the third 
sectiou of the bill was reached he would move to 
reduce the rate toS cents. In regard to the rebate 
clause he strenuously advocated its restoration, and 
asserted that 
aid dealers asa matterof common honesty. The 
tobacco: interest of the country are unanimous in 
advocacy of the rebate. : 
THE LORILLARDS’ VIEWS. 

In confirmation of his assertiou he quoted from 
the statements of leading manufacturer: and read 
a letter from P. Lorillard & Co., who; he said, man- 
ufactured twenty-two miliion pounds and paid 
government revenue of from three to four million 
dollars perannum. The letter asigned the follow- 
ing reasons in support of the rebate clause: It 
would bean actof justice to those who had paid 
the tax on the cost — asareduction in rate de- 
preciates the value of stock on hand by 
that much. It would not be necessary to provide 
thata long period shall intervene toenable the 
manufacturers and dealers to provide for a lower 
rate of tax while the regular operations of em 
ployes and operatives wiil not be suspended nor 
disturbed. ‘The firm suggests a reduction to 8 cents 
in preference to 10 cents, as this would leave 
the tax at exactly one-half cent per 
ounce; thereby avoiding fractions in 
calculation of owners and saving trouble in many 
ways; butin the event of reduction or total ‘aboli- 
tion authority should be given to repay to dealers 
who have large stocks on hand the tax paid on all 
unbroken packages as otherwise many dealers 
would be seriously crippled and others driven into 
bankruptcy. 

ROCKS AHEAD 

On the other hand, fixing a day in tne future at 
which the reduction shall take effect, will virtually 
throw outof employment thousands of dependent 
operatives and materially reduce the price of leaf 
tobacco, as manufacturers cannot buy when they 
cainot work, and the only parties benefitted will 
be buyers for foreign governments and foreign 
dealers. From another authority in Cincinnati the 
speaker quoted thatif the tax be reduced one-half 
to eight cents consumers will obtain at once the 
full benefit of the reduction which will be exactly 
one-haifcent per ounce. A reduction of 6 cents 
wouldin many, if not most, cases chiefly benefit 
the retailerand but little the consumers, There 
was an advantage in having the new ratéa divisor 
of the old. 

THE OTHER VIRGINIA SENATOR, 

Senator Johnson expressed himself in favor of 
abolition of tobacco tax, and of the entiee internal 
revenue systern The people whom he represented 
regurded that system as a loatiene of a dispotic gov- 
ernmentand they despised the informers aud the 
restraints itimposed on them. Finally a vote was 
taken and Senator Beck’s amendment, fixing the 
tobacco tax on and after January 1, 1883, at twelve 
cents per pound and it was agreed to.

Paris, July 19 —In his s‘atement in the chamber 

of deputies yesterday, M. DeFreycint, the prime 

minister, said that whenever any step for the pro 


tection of the Suez canal was on the point of being 
taken, he should submit a project for a special 
credit. M. Gambetta said he thonght it beneath 
the dignity of a great nation to accept a mere police 
mission. France, he satd, should intervene in the 
Egyptian question as far as it is required by 
her own interest. in favor of the Anglo-French 
policy, opposed to the policy of European 
concert. M. Clemenceau, racical, replied to the re- 
marks of M. Gambetta. He contended that the ne- 
tional party in Eggpt must be taken into account. 
The credit for naval preparations was finally vored 
by 340 in favor to 66 against. 

Inthe chamber of deputies to-day M. Goblet, 
minister of tha interior and worship, rephying to & 
radical interpellation demanding the establish 
meut of a central mayorship for Paris, moved the 
order of the day pure and simple,which Was rejected 
by vote of 275 to 172. The chamber adopted by 
vote 213 to 176 an order of the day hostile to crea- 
tion of central mayorship. In consequence of 
tbese votes an urgent summons was issued fora 
cabinet council. The member who moved the 
iuterpellation quoted from the promises of the 
government in favor ot its object, therefore both 
votes were unfavorable to the government,
